The Story of a Crime 


The Regina Court house was pack- 
ed to the doors Tuesday morning when 


Mr. Justice Newlands jcok th bench 
and the case of the King vs. Wilcox 
was called. There was a large ‘lisplay 
ef legai talent Sn ‘both sides. Mr. 
Jé¥nsione ani Mr. Howe!l were fpro- 
secuting and Mr. McKenzie wea de- 
fending Wicox. Legal men from. all 
over the Territories were i uttendance 
and almost*every lawyer and student 
of the city was in attendance. 

Mr. J. A. Bangs was called and ques- 
tioned ‘by Mr. Howell. He was a 60- 
ficitor in the city of Calgary, had been 
there for the past twelve years. He 
tad known the prisoner for about two 
years. Prisoner was a mail clerk on 
the train Bangs understood, betwcen 
Moose Jaw and Calgary, ‘but ke had 
ro actual “knowledge of this. He re- 
membered “earing of fhe robbery of 
the mail and had had some conversa- 
tion with the prisoner on this subject 
some tims during January or Febru- 
ery, but could not say exactly which 
it was. : 

Mr. Howell showed Pangs a letter 
dated Jan. 19, 1904, and reply to same. 
These letters Bangs recognized, one 
being a letter written by him to Har- 
ris & Bull, Vancouver, and the other 
the riply of Harris & Bull. At the 
time the letter was written Bangs was 
eolicitor for Wilcox. 

Mr. Mackenzie chjected to the priv- 
ate dealings between solicitor and cli- 
ent being taken as evidence. 

Mr. Howell said this question had 
‘peer decided long ago and was quite 
proper. 

bir. Mackenzie quoted from the law 
authorities to prove his claim. Ho ar- 
gued that the.eyidence of_a solicitor 
Bheuld not be ailowed to go against 
Wilcox until a case of crime was prov- 
en. No incriminating evidence kad es 
yet been submitted. There was no con- 
nection between this letter and the ac- 
cused. It was reasonable to suppose 
that Wilcox had gone to Bangs as « 
solicitor, for help, and Bangs, who now 
had a charge against nimself was tak- 
ing advantage cf the information given 
him by ‘Wilcox to get glear himseif. 
He was making out a conspiracy where 
none existed. For these reasons Mr. 
Mackenzis objected . before questions 
were asked. 

Mr Howell read the Ictters. The first 
stated that a marked chequ2 for $1,000 
was enciosed, and asked to have it 
changed into Bank of Hamilton curren- 
cy. The second was a reply stating 
that the money .had been sent and 
stating charges. 

Bangs said his conversation with Wil- 
cox Kad been before this letter was 
written ‘Which would be before Jan. 19, 
19(4. He had received something from 
Wilcox previous:to this. It was a par- 
cel of money. He had been given a 
key and had gone Yo Wilcox’s locker on 
the Calgary Golf grounds where he had 
found a small telescope valise which 
contained a number of rubber stamps, 
Borne scaling wax, a+:number of seals 
znd several. ‘parcels of money. It also 
contained a letter stamp with the let- 
ter R om it. The letter was enclosed 
by a Small circle. The seals had im- 
pressions on “hem, but they were dif- 
ferent, and he did not remember what 
they were. The seals were round, and 
about 11-4 Inches across. Attached to 
the bottom of the seals were some 
pecos of rags or paper. There were 
about half a dozen of them, all made 
of réd sealing wax. The money in the 
valise was about $7,000 in Bank of 
Hamilton bills, some “ives and some 
tens. The valise was about two feet 
long and the bills and papers just fit- 
ted into it. All the packages of mon- 
ey, and there were about eight or ten 
of-them, had rubber bands around them. 

The witness here asked his Lordship 
if the evidence which he was giving 
now would pe used against him at h‘s 
trial, and was told that it would not. 

Bangs never looked at the money 
till he took it home, When he opened 
it and looked at it. Part of the money 
was given to Messrs. Heald end Cham- 
berlain, in Bangs’ house at Ualgary. 
Tt was tied us in a pareel which was 
Produced and identified by Bangs. He 
had net Counted fhe money, but had 
gtood by and ssen Heald do so. There 

(Was $5,065 in the parcel. Th’s was, 
Bangs said, the identical money which 
he giad received cut’ Of the locker at 
the -Gold 4links: It was” done ups in 
packages enclosed in rubber bands as 
was the exhib:t. Some of-the money 
he had given to Boyce st two different 
times. ‘The first time he had given 
Boyes $1968 andthe Second time S480: 
The first motley “had-been on gecount 
of a mortgage on property at Bigh 
River taken in Bangs’ name, and. the 

time it had been given for the 
purpose of having it’ exthanged Into 
hills. He declined to giye-the name: of 
the cilent for witom the mortgage was 
taken unless he was-ordered to do so. 


return it to Bangs. This dea] was al- 
so made in the interest of and at. the 
request of Wilcox. Wilcox had :.ppjied 
to Bangs for money and the letter mot 
Laving any except the Bank of Ham- 
{lton bills, was forced to get it ex- 
changed. He did not remember the ex- 
ect date of giving the money to Boyce, 
but knew ft was the day before the 
office was searched’ The $409 was 
handed over some three weeks after the 
searching of his office. He had spent 
some of the money for himself and had 
given the, prisoner some of it, about 
$200. This was net in Bank of Hamil- 
ton currency. It was the money he 
had converted himself. He would not 
swear that all the money disposed of 
was taken out of the box, for Wilcox 
kad given him some more money two 
or three days after he had taken the 
box Lome. This was in Bank of Ham- 
{lion bulls too. Wilcox asked kim to 
get ail the money exchanged and ap 
plied to Bangs for money from time to 
tims. He had got about $1,090 alto- 
gether. All the Bank of Hamilton bills 
wich he received were fives and tens. 
Although he was not certain as to the 
date he had taken the money from the 
golf links some time after the new 
year. Altogether he had received $10,- 
C09 in Bank ‘SSjiamilton bills. Wilcox 
had toid him (Bangs) where the money 
came from and Bangs told Boyce where 
hte had received the money. Wilcox said 
ke had the money in the pillow of his 
bed. He said it was pert of the pack- 
age of money that was trken from the 
mail. He tcid Bangs th'‘s the first time 
ke came to his office. Wilcox told him 
fe took the money and was going to 
be arrested for it. When he got the 
money he had intended to keep it, and 
give it to "Wiicox in small portions 
frem time to tim? as he required it 
and as he (Bangs) could get it ex- 
changed. 

Mr. Howell—“‘Why did he want %o 
get it exchanged ?” 

Mr. Bangs—Because it was part of 
the stolen money and he did not want 
to throw suspicion on himself. Witness 
had made no arrangement with Wileox 
as to what he was to receive for hi‘s 
services in getting the money exchang- 
ed and taking the mortgage, which was 
done according to instructions. ‘The 
mortgage was taken in his own name. 
He had given Wilcox money three or 
four times after getting the money 
from him. No entry had beén made in

The Chamberlain Policy 
The Chamberlain fiscal taritf was 


the subject of a somewhat lively dis- 
cussion at the Board of Trade conven- 


tion in Calgary on Wednesday. The 
Albertan says :— 
The afternoon session drifted into 


an interesting discussion at the very 
beginning. The committee on reso- 
lutions presented its report and loom- 
ing large in it was the celebrated 
Chamberlain resolution, inspired in 
this instance by the Calgary Board of 
Trade, and bearing the name of R. P. 
Derrett. 

To this Dr. Lafferty made objection. 
He opposed it because it might lead 
t2 political controversy, which at this 
time, at the first convention, would 
be a disastrous result. He objected 
to the discussion of the question be- 
cause it would be going a great way 
in expressing an opinion upon some- 
thing which we know nothing about. 
He deubted if Joseph Chamberlain un- 
derstood his own policy. He moved 
an amendment that the elause be re- 
moved from the report. 

Dr. DeVebor, of Lethbridge Board 
of Trade, seconded the notion, and be- 
cause there was nothing to diseuss. 
AH Canada endorsed the first part of 
the resolution, which seemed to fay- 
or better commercial relations be- 
tween. the Mother Country and the 
Colonies...

Joseph Chamberlain really meant. 
R. B. Bennett said that he had pre- 
pared the resolution at the instiga- 
tion of the Calgary Board of Trade. 
He was not aware that Dr. Lafferty

Gentlemen of the 
same color, politically, had requested 
him t» introduce the resolution. He 


doubted if there was a Liberal so poor 
a Canndian not to desire the passing 
of t12 resolution. He did not believe 
it was a political issue. He said it 
was a gratuitous insult to this con- 
vention to say that they are not in- 
telligene enough to discuss a resolu- 
tion which has been 
Boards of Trade all over Canada.

Mr. Fowler, of Wetaski-vin, believed 
the Chamberlain policy involved ques- 
tions quite as interesting to the col- 
onial taxpayer as the British tax- 
peser.
